The George Washington Univer- 
sity opened its foot ball season 
on Saturday by winning a cleanly 
played game from Gallaudet Col- 
lege. The size of the score tells 
the story of the game. All that 
was made came from steady .earn- 
est work on the part of our men. 
iind the University at large has 
\reason to be proud of the gridiron 
heroes. One remarkable feature 
of the game was the lack of 
wrangling or “dirty” work on the 
part of players, for while every 
man played with everything that 
was in him, not once did any 
player descend to the tactics 
used by many successful teams. 

Captain Steenerson deserves a 
great deal of credit for the splen- 
did manner in which he ran 
the game, he played snappy ball 
and w'as in every play from start 
to . finish. The work of the half- 
backs deserves mention especially 
that of Stevenson and Leonard, 
the latter was easily the star of 
the second-half of the game and 
as he is in Freshman Law, should 
be heard from in later years. 
Stevenson played his usual game 
which everyone knows is always 
good. On the end, Lorando did 
star work, while in the latter part 
of the second half Day showed up 
well. The entire line was good, 
but Gibson and Morris at tackles 
should lie given the palm for the 
best work.
